I lf yeAT ended witli a terrible disaster in Manipur. In Septeml^er the

-Hndw ordinary circumstances, they might not have occurred, and in futureimich-miscon- 
dnet will be treated with greater stiverity. Owing, liowever, to the stress of work, these 
'iDudh ^ be regretted raids had to be quickly disposed of. Since tlie piinislimeuts the 
villages have settled down peaceably. Complaints, however, have been frequently 
moetved’ of the overbearing behaviour of the Cnaesad Kulde towards the near Tangkhul
